Hindu Police Take Widow 
From Funeral Pyre Rites 


Woman Who Attempts Self Immolation Is 
Rescued After 2-Days’ Opposition From 
Mob of Co-Religionists. 


Jy the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—After suf- 
fering intense agony in the flames 
of her husband’s funeral pyre in 
an attempt to perform the ancient 
rite of the suttee—self immolation 
of the widow with the body of the 
husband—a Hindu widow at Barh 
in the Patna district of India was 


rescued, by the police, a dispatch 
to the Daily Mail from Allahabad, 
India, says. The police experi- 
enced difficulty in rescuing the 
woman because of a hostile Hindu 
mob. 

On learning of the widow’s in- 
tention, 6000 Hindus gathered 
around the funeral pyre on the 
banks of the Ganges: They cheered 
as she mounted the pyre and took 
her husband’s body in her arms. 
The local police tried to prevent 
her but the Hindus interfered. 

The living woman and her dead 
husband lay burning on top of the 


pyre, while the crowd applauded 
excitedly. 

The widow, however, was unable 
to bear the torture. She rolled 
toward the. river clutching her 
husband’s body, which disappeared 
in the current. The police, despite 
the hostility of the crowd, rescued 
the woman. 

She, however, refused to leave 
the funeral pyre and the onlookers 
prevented the police from removing 
her. She lay there for two days 
while thousands of Hindus flocked 
from the surrounding districts to 
pay homage to the woman, who, 
in their eyes, had gained great re- 
ligious merit, by her act. 

The police were eventually rein- 
forced and took the injured woman 
away. Three ringleaders in the cer- 
emony were arrested. The suttee is 
now very rare in India in fear of 
the penalties imposed since 1829 
which extend even to those who 
abet the rite as ‘:‘guilty of culpable 
homicide.”

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BODIES OF TWO FLYERS 
FOUND IN DENDE WOOD! 


}'Wreck of Plane Near Union- 
town, Pa., Shows Crash 
Came Unexpectedly. 


By the Associated Press. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., Nov. 28.— 
The bodies of two army aviators, 
who met death when their plane 
crashed in a mountain forest Fri- 
day, were found by a _ party of 
rescuers in the dense woods on 
Chestnut Ridge today. 

The body of Pilot E. R. Emory 
was found 250 feet from the plane. 
Near by lay the body of Mechanic 
William D. Vollman. Both had on 
their parachutes. One was partly 
opened, while the other was 
strapped tightly to the  victim’s 
back, indicating that the crash 
came without warning. 

Parts of the plane were found 
several hundred feet from the mo- 
tor. Fragments of the wings were 
hanging on trees. The main part 
of the airship was on one side cf 
the stream. 

The wreckage was discovered 
from the air this morning by Lieut. 
Eugene Bayley, commandant of 
Burgess Flying Field here. He di- 
rected the searchers up the moun- 
tain. The dense woods forced the 
rescuers to walk four miles before 
they reached the scene. 

The missing aviators, both pri- 
vates, left Bolling Field, Washing- 
ton, for Columbus, O., on. Friday. 
They were last reported at Somer- 
field, Pa., 26 miles east of Union- 
town.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—By a 
strict party vote, the Houses Ways 
and: Means Committee agreed to- 
day to recommend that the  pro- 
posed reduction in the tax on cor- 
poration incomes be made effec- 
tive on tax payments due next 
March 165. 

The,committee’s action was tak- 


. over the protest of all the 
Democratic members, who contend- 
ed that the rate cut from 13% to 
11% per cent should not be made 
effective until March, 1929. The 
vote was 13 Republicans against 
10 Democrats. 
Argument on Both Sides, 

The Democrats argued the cor- 
porations already had passed the 
1928 tax on to the consumer and 
by making the reduction effective 
on income earned in 1927, the cor- 
porations alone would benefit. Re- 
public: 1 members contended that 
corporations should receive the 
benefit of the proposed reduction 
as soon as possible. 

The committee also voted to re- 
duce the tax on the income of in- 
surance companies from 12% to 
11% per cent. It was said, how- 
ever, that this would result in a 
loss in revenue of only $1,600,000. 

Threatens Fight: en Floor. 

Representative Garner of Texas, 
ranking Democrat on the commit- 
tee, said after the meeting that he 
exp.cted to carry to the House 
floor his fight against giving cor- 
porations the benefit of tax reduc- 
tion in 1928. He declared that this 
had not been done before and that, 
while Congress had yranted indli- 
viduals the benefit of reductions on 
im~-ome taxes as soon as possible, 
in such cases the individual re- 
ccived the full benefit of the re- 
duction. He believed the corpor - 
tions would not return to consu’N- 
ers the tax already figured into the 
sales price of their products. 

Chairman Green said he expect- 
ed the committee would make oth- 
er proposed reductions effective 30 
days after enactment of the new 
tax bill, as had been the preced- 
ure in recent years,

Thirty Others’ Injured When 
Freight Fails to Take Siding

BELLEVILLE, Ont., Nov. 28.— 
Four dead, four seriously injured 
and 30 slightly hurt today stood as 
the toll of a head-on collision at 
Dockrill, 56 miles west of here, 
between a Caamadian Pacific pass- 
enger train.and a freight train. 
The crash was attributed to the 
failure of the freight to take the 
siding as it neared Dockrill station 
yesterday afternoon.

REMUS PERMITTED 


10 SHOW CAUSES 
UF DISEASED MIND 


Judge Rules Evidence Has 
Shown Defendant in Mur- 


der Trial Once Had 
Mental Abnormality. 


OPENS WIDE FIELD 
FOR TESTIMONY 


Witnesses Tell How Ac- 
cused Man Flew Into 
Frenzy Over Wife on 
Several Occasions. 


By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 28.—-Suffi- 


cient evidence had been introduced 
to show that the defendant once 
had a diseased mind, Judge Ches- 
ter R. Shook ruled in George Re- 
mus’ murder trial today. He per- 
mitted the defense to begin citing 
the alleged causes, thereby opening 
up a very wide field. 

After three witnesses in a row 
had testified that in their opinion 


Remus had been insane prior to 
the time he shot and killed his 
estranged second wife, Imogene, in 
Eden Park here, Oct. 6. the Court 
ruled that ithe other matter could 
be gone into. 

The Court at the outset today 
had ruled that independent evi- 
dence that Remus’ mind was dis- 
eased when he shot his wife would 
be necessary before the defense 
could present opinions of lay wit- 
nesses or testimony concerning 
causes. 

The ruling came after an hour 
of heated arguments, that began 
when Franklin Edward Shaw, a 
timer of race horses at various 
tracks, was called by the defense. 
Preliminary questioning indicated 
that he was to tell of the actions 
of the slain woman at various 
places. 


“The Court feels there has been | 


a decidedly inconsistent 
taken by the defense,” 
Judge Shook, 

The Court from the outset of the 
trial has striven to force from the 
defense a statement of its position 
as to Remus’ present mental con- 
dition. 

Status After Oct. 6 Important. 

“This condition just after Oct. 
6 is just as material as immediate- 
ly before,’ he asserted at one 
point. 

His final ruling was: “There 
must be independent evidence of a 
diseased mind introduced in this 
case in view of the development of 
the case and opening statements of 
counsel and the interrogation of 
the prospective jurors. I cannot 
anticipate the testimony, gentle- 
men.”’ 


“We don’t set up any particular 
kind of insanity,” asserted Charles 
H. Elston, co-counsel to Remus, “I 
say it began as long as two years 
ago and continued—whether it still 
exists, I don’t know.” 


Elston denied he was seeking to 
develop a defense of the “unwritten 
law,” by dealing in subterfuge. 

He asserted he had not men- 
tioned that possible phase of the 
case when he questioned venire- 
men in selecting the jury. 

“The very paucity of evidence 
shows it is simply a subterfuge to 
get before the jury evidence of 
justification which is not justifica- 
tion in law,” Prosecutor Taft said. 


Refers to Story of Ravings. 

He referred to a statement of 
two lay witnesses who § testified 
Saturday that Remus had gone off 
on wild tangents on hearing certain 
subjects mentioned, and*the prob- 
ability that Shaw had been called 
to relate a story of alleged miscon- 
duct by Mrs. Remus. The defense’s 
plea of “transitory maniacal | in- 
sanity’ was based upon the asser- 
tion that misconduct of Mrs. Re- 
mus with Franklin L. Dodge Jr, of 
Lansing, Mich., former Department 
of Justice agent, assigned to pro- 
hibition work, caused Remus’ mind 
to become unbalanced. 

“Any number of witnesses, I 
can't even tell you the number, will 
testify to the defendant’s good 
mental cond:.ion before he served 
a term in the Atlanta Federal pen- 
itentiary and of his poor mental 
condition thereafter,”” Elston told 
the Court. 

Taft renewed his allegations of 
subterfuge, saying that before the 
trial started Remus had Indicated 
he would come in with a plea of 
“unwritten law.” and then had 
pleaded temporary insanity. 

El@ton confessed himself with- 
out the necessary technical know- 
ledge to assert the precise shade of 
“temporary insanity” offered as a 
defense. 

“Tt don’t know,” he said. “You 
can call it anything you want. We 
don’t set up any particular kind of 
insanity.”

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WIFE ENDS LIFE, 
HUSBAND HELD FOR 
MANSLAUGHTER 


Youth in Chicago Charged 
With ‘‘Goading” Mate, 
Admits Bitter Quarrel 
Before She Killed Herself 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—For “goad- 


ing his wife to death,” 20-year- 

old Kendall Cowgen was held today 

on a charge of manslaughter. 
Althoug Cowgen did not return 


to his home until three hours after 
his wife, Viola, 18, had taken her 
own life by gas, police blamed him 
for her death, saying that an argu- 
ment during which he became bit- 
ter was what led his young wife 
to suicide. 

“I got angry and said bitter 
things,’”’ Cowgen told police. “Then 
I slammed the door and went out. 
Three hours later. when I went 
back I found her dead.” 

Police Sergeant Martin Walsh, 
who ordered the manslaughter 
charge against Cowgen, said Cow- 
gen is the first husband arrested 
on such charges in Chicago, and 
that the case might serve as a legal 
precedent. 

The Cowgens came here from 
Kansas City, agreeing to a married 
life somewhat similar to the “com- 
panionate” union advocated by for- 
mer Judge Ben Lindsey of Denver. 
Both were to work, and there were 
to be no children. After coming 
here, however. Cowgen said his 
wife often yearned for a home and 
children, this precipitating discord 
which ended in tragedy.

Victim, Seventh Assassinat- 
ed in Gang War This 
Month, Was Fruit Dealer 
and Bootlegger. 


The 10 days of peace between 
factions of Italian feudists was 
broken yesterday afternoon with 
the assassination of Nick Palazzolo 
in front of his fruit and bootleg 
whisky store at 1015 Pendleton 
avenue. 

His was the seventh gang mur- 
der this month and the twelfth in 
t!> last four months. Following 
the eleventh killing, Mgr. Timothy 
Dempsey and the Rev. Caesar Spi- 
gardi appealed to the feudists to 
stop hating and killing: 

From statements of witnesses, 
police reconstructed the latest as- 
sassination as follows: 

Palazzolo, having sold some ap- 
ples to a Negro who ieft by a back 
door, walked to the frént of the 
store and was standing in the door- 


way, at 4:55 o'clock, when a Chrys- 
ler automobile came south in Pen- 
dleton, passing the store, which is 
at an alley, between Fairfax ave- 
nue and West Belle piace, 

Assassin Fires Three Times. 

One of two or more men in the 
car leaped out with drawn re- 
volver, taking Palazzolo by sur- 
prise, and shooting him three times 
—in the left cheek, forehead and 
top of the head. As the wounded 
man staggered 20 feet south, where 
he fell dead on the sidewalk, the 
assassin ran back to the autom6é- 
bile, Jumped in, and the car con-~ 
tinued south to West Belle, then 
turned west and disappeared. 

One witness reported a license 
number, which records at J.fferson 
City show was issued to an Italian 
gangster of St. Louis. Thig man 
is being sought. 

No ~veapon was found on Palas- 
zolo. His pockets contained $4f 
and his cash register $12.33, tndi- 
cating robbery did not figure in 
the killing.

Palazzolo had receipts for $29 
worth of gasoline purchased from 
the filling station at Seventh and 
O'Fallun streets, conducted by Wil- 
liam Russo, brother of Tony Russo, 
the notorious gunman whose 4as- 
sassination Aug. 9 started the pres- 
ent feud. The Russo assassination 
was attributed to his erstwhile as- 
sociate, Alphonse Palazzolo, and 
the latter was murdered the next 
month.

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FORMER YALE ATHLETE 
SHOOTS AND KILLS MAN 


Gilbert Stanley, Member of 
Widely Known Family, Lib- 
erated Under $10,000 Bond. 


Special to the Pagt-Dispatch. 

GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., 
Nov. 28.—Gilbert Stanley, former 
captain of the Yale hockey team 
and assistant manager of the Berk- 
shire Preparatory School here, 
shot and killed Peter Fulco, 28, 
yesterday. He is at liberty under 
$10,000 bail on a charge of man- 
slaughter. 

Fulco was killed on the school 
grounds where he and a young 
woman were in a parked automo- 
bile, and, according to Stanley, act- 
ing in an objectionable manner. 

The Yale graduate was driving 
back to the school about midnight 
and passed Fulco’s car parked near 
a bridge. He stopped and ordered 
the couple off the grounds. Fulco 
refused to go and, after some 
words, Stanley drove onto the 
school, got a shotgun and returned 
with Frank 8.

Stanley said Fulco leaped from 
his car and rushed toward them. 
He explained that he meant only 
to frighten Fulco with the gun, but 
that in the excitement it was dis- 
charged. Fulco received the full 
charge in his breast and died in- 
stantly. 

Stanley was arrested, but in a 
few hours bail was arranged by 
friends:

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Kan- 
sas feels that it deserves ag much 
consideration in flood relief as any 
other state, Gov. Paulen today told 
the House Flood Control Commit- 
tee. 

Flood losses in Kansas since the 
fall of 1926 amounted to $15,466,- 
000, he said, adding that “prac- 
tically all our rivers are overflowing 
at the present time.” 


Senator Curtis of Kansas intro- 
duced Gov. Paulen, who first pre- 
sented copies of a survey made by 
him and George 8. Knapp of the 
State Board of Agriculture, show- 
ing losses caused by recent over- 
flows of the five major rivers and 
tributaries of Kansas, 

In discussing relief, Gov. Paulen 
said he felt any solution of the 
problem must be based on Federal 
aid and State contributions. The 
State of Kansas has been negligent 
in past, he said, and is partly to 
blame for the present situation, but 
now stands ready to face the prob- 
lem for the future. 


Floods Lower Farm Values, 
Hardships caused to Kansas 
farmers by floods were  pic- 
tured to the committee by W. 
Carlton Hall, of Coffeyville, 
Bureau Federation and other agri- 
cultural organizations. He advocat- 
ed a policy on flood control em- 
bodying not only major waters, but 
on all rivers and tributaries run- 
ning into them. Floods in Kansas 
have depreciated farm land values 
in some regions by as much as $50 
an acre, he said. 

The committee today entered its 
fourth week of hearings. 

Gov. Sam A. Baker of Missouri, 
together with 11 levee boarg offi- 
cials, was here as a witness, 

The Mississippi flood control or- 
ganization will continue the pre- 
sentation of its proposals during 
the remainder of the week’s hear- | 
ings with levee board officials from 
every section of the river appearing 
before the House Committee, In 
the opinion of members of the com- 
mittee the views of the levee offi- 
cClals may constitute in many re- 
spects the most important testi- 
mony of the hearings. 


Army Control an Issue, 


Chairman Reid of Illinois of the 
House Committee has indicated 
that the proposals of the levee of- 
ficials, constituting the local rep- 
resentation in the past dual Fed- 
eral-local flood contro] policy along 
the ‘river, will be utilized as a 
“yardstick” to measure the feas!- 
bility and adequacy of the Army 
engineers’ program. With the 
Army engineers’ report being draft- 
ed, there has been indication of 
opposition among the members of 
Congress in the continuance of the 
Army’s supervision of the flood 
control works and a fight on this 
question is almost certain when 
the flood legislation is framed, 
Together with this probable con- 
troversy, there are two other out- 
standing issues in the devising of 
the flood legislation that may im- 
pede its speedy enactment by Con- 
gress unless included in the mea- 
Sure by the committee. 

One is the desire of Western arid 
states thrgough which main tribu- 
taries of the Mississippi course to 
have reservoirs established at these 
headwaters to impound their ex- 
cess waters for irrigation and 
power development. The other is’ 
the view that the Mississippi valley 
alone should not benefit from flood 
legislation, but the Federal control 
should be established on every ma- 
jor stream of the country.

ORMER Congressman W. D. Upshaw, 

who ig an extreme dry, cannot see how 
a wet candidate for the presidency even on 
the Democratic ticket, notwithstanding that 
the most recent Democratic occupant of the 
White House was dripping wet, could car- 
ry the South. So he boldly says that Gov- 
ernor Smith, of New York, would lose every 
Southern State in the election with the pos- 
sible exception of Louwisiana. 

This prediction is not based on a careful 
analysis of the Southern vote, but, instead, 
is an expression of what might be called 
prohibition prejudice. For there are ex- 
tremists in the dry ranks as well as in the 
ranks of the wets, and that means that 
neither the wets nor the drys can see any- 
thing at all but the liquor issue in a presi- 
dential election. If would be just as haz- 
ardous to take from a wet extremist an 
opinion on the result of Gov. Smith's can- 
didacy in a normal Republican state with 
that party offering a dry candidate. 

Many observers disagree violently with 
Mr. Upshaw’s opinion, and they say with 
good reason the Democratic candidate for 
the presidency will carry the South under 
any and all circumstances. They do not 
give a dry Republican an inside chance to 
take a. single state from a wet Democrat 
south of the Mason and Dixon line, a view 
that past election results amply justifies. Ali 
the South needs to know is that a Democrat 
is running for President, and it will support 
him. 

There is a powerful dry sentiment in the 
South. Mr. Upshaw is probably right in 
assuming that there are more drys than 
there are wets. But it is hardly a question 
whether anything in the way of an issue 
can be stronger in the solid South than 
Democracy itself. First of all it must be 
remembered that Southerners are Demo- 
crats, and the rooster on the ticket makes a 
powerful appeal to them. In time, perhaps, 
the solid South may be broken, but not yet. 
Wet or dry, the Democratic candidate for 
the presidency next year will carry it just 
as usual.

GERMANY AND REPARATIONS. 
From the Hartford Courant. 

HE German Government does not take 

kindly to the memorandum of 8. Parker 
Gilbert, agent general for 
payment, warning the Reich and other 
public authorities against over-spending 
and over-borrowing. Mr. Gilbert seems a 
bit apprehensive that Germany will not 
be able to keep up reparation pay- 
ments at the rate she is gcing in expen- 
ditures for internal improvements. and for 
the furtherance of her export trade. 

To this the German Government re- 
plies that it has not been extravagant and 
that the impression that Germany will dis- 
regard her reparation obligations is not 
justified.” However, it has been openly 
talked in Berlin that Germany will not be 
able to make the increased payments that 
soon will be called for under the Dawes 
plan. It is possible that Mr. Gilbert thinks 
the financial policy of the Reich bears 
some reiation to this talk. 

Germany is clamoring for a wider mar- 
ket for her goods, and hints are thrown 
eut that unless there is a lowering of tariff 
barriers she will have difficulty in paying 
her reparations. However, despite any ob- 
stacles that tariff laws may impose. Ger- 
many has been able to increase her exports 
since the stabilization of the mark from «a 
monthly average of 428 million marks in 
1924 to 692 million marks for September, 
1927.

trifling to those of the ancients. 
One Greek writer records a leap 
of 55 Olympie feet( about 39 
feet, modern measurement), but 
probably that is an error. 

There is little doubt that the 
ancients were proficient in leap- 
ing, and perhaps compared fa- 
vorably with moderns. They 
were aided by the use of hand 
weights. 

The early Olympic jumping 
was accomplished from a mark 
or, aS in modern times, from a 
wooden take-off. But the jump 
did not count unless the jumper 
kept his feet after the leap! 

That must have cramped their 
performances materially. To us 
it appears doubtful if the best 
of the ancients could have 
bridged that tremendous gap 
cleared by Hubbard.

BOTH ELEVENS 
ARE UNDEFEATED 
FOR CAMPAIGN 


Rough Riders, With Big |; 
Weight Advantage, Are 
Likely to Prove Favorites 
for Contest.

The third important local game 
in three weeks is scheduled Satur- 
day in the stadium when Lee Carl- 
son’s Rough Riders, public high 
schoo] and Chicago-St. Louis in- 
tercity champions, meet the 8t. 
Louis U. high eleven, Preparatory 
league winner, to determine the 
city title. 

The game was scheduled origin- 


ally for Nov. 12, but by mutual |’ 


agreement of Coaches Carlson and 
McCarty, was postponed so as not 
to interfere with the teams’ drives 
for league championships.

There are two distinct types of | 
rolled biscuits, one smal! and you | 
méight- say two crusts and the | 
larger, lighter and with compara- | 
tively little crust. When making | 
biscuits of the first type, roll the | 
dough thin and place them farther | 
apart in the pan, forming a crust | 


on all sides. The lighter and thick- 
er biscuits are rolled at least 4%- | 


inch thick and are placed very | 


close together. 


/ 


The principal thing to remember : 
in biscuit making is to have all the | 


ingredients as cold as possible, and 
not work and handle the dough so 
much, since this handiing of the | 
dough develops the gluten-making | 
the biscuits hard and soggy... This | 
is why the fat is first worked in | 
the flour, then the liquid added. In | 
that way the dough does not re- | 
quire so much working. The fat! 
may be worked in with the tips of 

the fingers, cut in with the knives 

or worked in with a fork. When | 
the fat is thoroughly combined | 
with the flour it should have the | 
appearance of cornmeal. 

The liquid may be milk or water 
Or a combination of both. Of | 
course, milk makes a more nutri- | 
tioug product. 

A greater number of housewives | 
use bread or hard wheat flour al- | 
though pastry or soft wheat flour 
makes delicious biscuits. Bread | 
flour, due to the gluten which it | 
contains, absorbs more moisture. 

Biscuit dough must be just as 
soft as possible, and it can be pat- | 
ted out with the palm of the hand | 
or rolled with a rolling pin. The | 
rolling motion should be very soft | 
and gentie, because the hard press- | 
ing on the dough makes the bis- ; 
cults soggy. 

The baking ts almost as impor- 
tant as the mixing. Biscuits re- 
quire a hot oven 450 degrees Far- 
enheit. They bake rapidly because 
of the large amount of surface ex- 
posed. However, if the oven is too 
hot they brown before the dough 
has risen as much as it should and 
your biscuits will not be so light. 

Baking powder dough offers 
many possfbilities for desserts, 
rolls and meat pies. Fruit short- 
cakes and the dough for meat pies 
require more fat. The regular bis- 
cuit recipe can be used for butter- 
scotch, cheese or orange rolls. 

Roll the dough into a rectangu- 
lar sheet and spread with orange 
or any desired marmalade or an 
orange cream filling. Just cinna- 
mon, sugar and butter is good 
spread on the dough, and rolled 
just the same as a jeily roll. 


CHEESE DISHES FOR LUNCH 
GAIN IN POPULARITY 


Cheese in Combination With Other 
Foods Makes an Entire Meal. 
Why this dish is called cheese 
muff is left for others to determine. 
To make it, eight slices of bread 
(from which the crusts have been 
removed), two cups grated Ameri- 
can cheese, three eggs, one and one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper and three cups scald- 
ed milk.

Put 
a last layer of cheese over the top 
and bake in a hot over thirty min- | 
utes. 


Cheese Biscuits. 

Take two cups flour, four tea- 
spoons baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons melted 
shortening, one-half cup grated 
cheese, seven-eighths cup milk or 
water. 

Sift together all dry ingredients. 
Add grated cheese and mix well. 
Add shortening to milk or water, 
then cut into first mixture with 
knife or spatula. Toss onto slightly 
floured board, roll to one-inch 
thickness, cut out and bake in hot 
oven fifteen minutes.

1. The announcement in the 
newspapers should be made as 
soon as possible after the engage- 
ment is announced to the friends 
of the family.

In 
any event, they should be mailed 
not later than 15 days before the 
date. 

Wedding announcements are sent 
out after a wedding, since they are 
the broadcasting of the fact that 
the event has taken place. How- 
ever, they shou!d be ordered some- 
time before the wedding and should 
be all ready (addressed, stamped, 
and sealed) to send out directly aft- 
er the ceremony. 

Then, too, it is important to or- 
der wedding invitations and an- 
nouncements in ample time before 
the wedding so that the engraving 
will thoroughly dry.
